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Mr.  Hatfield,  from  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
submitted  the  following 

REPORT 

Under  the  authority  of  section  302(e)  of  the  Congressional  Budget 
Act  of  1974,  as  amended,  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  submits  the 
following  report  revising  the  allocations  made  by  the  Committee  on 
July  29,  1986,  pursuant  to  section  302(b)  of  such  act  (S.  Rept.  99-346). 

AMOUNTS  CO>rrAINED  IN  THE  BUDGET  RESOLUTION 

The  conference  report  on  S.  Con.  Res.  120,  the  Concurrent  Reso- 
lution on  the  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1987  (H.  Rept.  99-664),  includes 
total  budget  authority  of  $1,093,350,000,000  and  $995,000,000,000  in 
outlays.  Of  these  amounts,  $559.3  billion  in  budget  authority  and  $560.4 
billion  in  outlays  were  allocated  to  the  Senate  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations in  the  statement  in  the  Congressional  Record  of  July  14,  1986 
(p.  S  9040)  that  is  considered  to  be  the  allocation  required  by  section 
302(a)  of  the  Budget  Act. 

In  addition,  the  expected  conference  report  on  the  Omnibus 
Reconciliation  Act  of  1986  (H.R.  5300)  contains  a  provision  which  in- 
creases the  Committee's  302(a)  allocation  under  the  concurrent  reso- 
lution on  the  budget  for  fiscal  year  1987  by  an  additional  $300,000,000 
in  both  new  budget  authority  and  outlays  in  ord^r  to  provide  increased 
levels  of  funding  for  the  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

The  Committee  notes  that  no  funds  were  allocated  to  it  for  reim- 
bursement of  net  realized  losses  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 
The  amounts  shown  for  the  Agriculture  Subcommittee,  therefore,  ex- 
clude funds  for  the  CCC  which  will  continue  to  be  provided  in  annual 
appropriation  acts.
